Our Saviour called the attention 
of the people to public calamities 
of His day and from them brought 
plain and searching lessons and 
warning of the judgment of God 
that must come on sin. A group

their sins and had been slaughtered 
by the Roman Governor, Pilate. 
Their blood had been mingled with 
the blood of the animals they 
brought, for sacrifices, to the 
temple. We do not know their 
crime but Jesus said, “Suppose ye 
that these Galileans were sinners 
above all the Galileans, because 
they suffered such things? I tell 
you, Nay: but except ye repent, 
ye shall all likewise perish!” 


The other public calamity was 
an “act of God.” The tower of 
Siloam had fallen and killed eight- 
een citizens of Jerusalem and Jesus 
warned the people saying, “Sup- 
pose ye that these Galileans were 
sinners above all the Galileans, be- 
cause they suffered such things? 
I tell you, Nay: but, except ye 
repent, ye shall all likewise perish!” 

So following the example of the 
Saviour, I call your attention to 
the terrible calamity which took 
place last Thursday, March 1i8th, 
at New London Consolidated 
School in East Texas where fifteeu 
minutes before closing time there 
was a great explosion, the walls 
of a $300,000 high school blew out, 
the roof lifted and then fell, kill-

a” le. Newspapers were 
: tea with scenes of the disaster. 
Radio stations gave minute ac- 
counts. A wide section of country 
ed aid into the district to clear 
the debris, rescue the wounded, to 
recover and identify the bodies. 
. Hospitals, morgués, Legion halls 
and churches were filled with the 
bodies of the dead and dying. Al 
who have tender hearts must be 
grieved at the calamity that has 
befallen so many homes. At our 
breakfast table we had a special 
prayer of thanksgiving that the 
dear Lord had in His mercy left 
our circle unbroken and all of our 
children were well while so many 
homes were stricken with griei 
over the loss of one or several 
children. We should all pray that 
God will comfort these fathers and 
- mothers and through the tragedy 
will call them to love Him, trust 
Him and serve Him. 
Last Saturday, with a preacher 
Brother, I drove the 126 miles from 
Dallas through Tyler, Arp and 
Overton to New London where the 
| tragedy occurred. We could sense

“On . Funerals were in progress 
fin nearby town, and hospitals 
a." € those injured by the ex- 
plosion. We met or passed a haif 
dozen funeral processions. State 
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Highway policemen, in front of a4 
litue Baptist Church at 4:0vu 
o’clock in the afternoon where a 
funeral was in progress, told us 
since 22:00 o’clock runerals haa 
continued one after another. The 
oll workers who made up most ot 
the population of the littie town o1 
New London and the surrounding 
districts from whence came the 
pupils of this big coasolidated high 
school, have not long lived in this 
territory. Most of them call other 
States or other sections of Texas 
their home, so bodies were being 
Shipped far and near. Eight cask- 
ets were unloaded in Daiias from 
one car. A Dallas policeman saw 
an old model truck trom Hast Tex- 
as which carried a coffin. It con- 
tained the body of a little gir: 
killed in the explosion. Her fathex 
driving the truck said simply, “We 
are taking her home.’ 

At New London we carefully ex- 
amined the ruins of that great Con- 
solidated High Schoo! building. 
The main part of the school haw 
been built in 1933. I understana 
that later two wings were added. 
The first unit cost, I was told, $300, 
000. Other wings were added, an 
elementary building was erected. 
The building was the very finest. 
It was built out of expensive whitc 
brick backed up with hollow tile. 
The roof was of tile. The window 
openings had steel sash, noi 
wood. The guttering was of copper. 
There had been no depression at. 
New London. It was in the heart 
of what is claimed to be the rich- 
est oil belt in the world. In fact, 
on the school ground we saw the 
derricks arising over seven pro- 
ducing oil wells. The New London 
Consolidated School was known as 
the richest country school in the 
world. The equipment and faculty 
were all that was to be desired. 
Yet all this was wiped out in a 
moment. The building was blown 
to bits, only a small portion being 
left standing. Bricks shot in ali 
directions, some falling one hun- 
dred yards away. I picked up out 
in the highway three or four bricks 
and pieces of tile which I have 
with me. Hundreds were killed in 
an instant and others were 
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THE 


mangled. Only a few escaped un- 
harmed. 455 were known dead, in- 
cluding most of the teachers. 

A barber told us he had oniy 
had six hours sieep in sixty hours. 
A undertaker came into the bar- 
ber shop staggering as he walked. 
He had prepared five bodies in one 
night, had had no rest in many 
hours. He slumped into uncon- 
sciousness as he sat down. There 
were not enough preachers for the 
funerals. Some were brought from 
Beaumont. Doctors and nurses 
were sent from all over Hast 
Texas. A great many went from 
Dallas. 

Some bodies were literally blown 
to pieces. Heads, arms and fingers 
were picked up in tubs and peach 
baskets. I saw a little torn jacket 
among the debris of broken brick 
and splintered wood, twisted iron 
and shattered concrete which had 
been removed from the building 
in the search for bodies. In the 
American Legion Hall some of our 
party saw the mangled form of 
a little girl twelve or fourteen 
years old who had not yet been 
identified. The body was bloody. 
Flies crawled on the sheet which 
covered it. About the same time, 
& man approached soldiers guard- 
ing the ruins and begged to be al- 
towed to go into what was left of 
the gymnasium. His little girl had 
never been found, he said. The 
guard told me there were various 
estimates of from five to twenty- 
seven bodies that had never been 
accounted for or identified. One 
family buried a.child thinking it 
was their own and later discovered 
elsewhere the little girl’s body and 
the heart-rending experience of an- 
other funeral was gone through. 
The first body was dug up and 
identified by another family. A 
thousand pathetic and heart touch- 
ing details occurred. 

When the tower of Siloam fell on 
eighteen people and killed them, 
Jesus preached on that subject and 
said, ‘““Chink ye that they were sin- 
ners above all men that dwelt in 
Jerusalem? I tell you, Nay: but, 
except ye repent, ye shall all like- 
wise perish.” Certainly He would 
have taken notice of the terrible 
and sudden death of 455, and would 
have preached upon it. 


You Cannot Rule God Out of 
This Calamity! 


Many like to rule God out. Man 
in his boasted wisdom and culture 
and independence does not like to 
believe that he must give an ac- 
count to God; that there is a God 
of judgment, a God of wrath, a God 
who rewards good and punishes 
evil. They do not like to acknow!- 
edge that God has His hands on 
all the affairs of this world. Men 
do not like to admit that God cre- 
ated the Heavens and earth; 
naturally the same men do not like 
to believe He controls them. The 
unbeliever, the worldly-minded de- 
scribe such calamities as natural 
results of human errors or as un- 
avoidable “accidents.” Such peo- 
ple naturally believe that this uni- 
verse of God’s came about by ac- 
cident, or at least that the calami- 
ties and woes that beset the human 
race are mere unrelated happen- 
ings and not acts of an all-wise, 
righteous and personal God who 
controls the destinies of nations 
and planets and individual! souls. 
BUT, MY FRIEND, YOU CAN. 
NOT RULE GOD OUT OF HIS 
UNIVERSE! YOU CANNOT IG- 
NORE THE HAND OF GOD IN 
THIS CALAMITY! 


The Bible has a thousand ex- 
amples of the wrath of God ex- 
pressed in such ruin. Accordinz 
to the Word of God the whole race 
of men except Noah and his fami- 
ly were destroyed in the flood by 
the deliberate act of God and on 
account of their sins. According 
to the Bible God sent ten plagues 
on Egypt, ending in the death of 
all the firstborn of every home 
-wherethere was no blood on the 
door, and that because of their sin 
and unbelief. God says that He 
Himself destroyed Pharaoh and his 
armies in the Red Sea. The ground 
opened to swallow into eternal 
death Korah, Dathan and Abiram 
and their followers and families 
because of their sins. Numbers 
16:31-35 says: 


"31. And it came to bass, as 
he had made an end of speaking 
all these words, that the ground 
clave asunder that was under them: 

"32. And the earth opened her 


mouth, and swallowed them up, 


and their houses, and all the men 
that appertained unto Korah, and 
all their goods. 

"33. they and all that apper- 
tained to them, went down alive 
into the pit, and the earth closed 
upon them; and they perished trom 
among the congregation. 

"34. And all Israel that were 
round about them fled at the 
cry of them: for they said, Lest 
the earth swallow us up also. 

"35. And there came out a tire 
from the Lord, and consumed the 
two hundred and fitty men that 
otfered incense.” 


God expressly says that He Hin- 
seif destroyed tnese sinners. vy hen 
Nadab and Abihu carried strange 
fire into the tabernacie they were 
killed with a flame trom Neaven. 

Again and again plagues came 
oh tne Israelites because of thelc 
sins, brought directly by the hang 
ot God according to the plain state- 
ments of Scripture. 

The 28th cnapter of Deuteron- 
omy expressly deciares that 
drouths, plagues, pestilences, wars 
and famines come by the decree or 
God and because of man’s sins. 


You cannot rule God out of His | 


own world. 


Lest some should say that God | 


so dealt in the Old Testament but 
not in the New, that He thus 
judged Israel but not the Gentiles, 
or not Christians, let me remind 
you that the New Testament 
abounds with the same kind of L- 
lustrations. Jesus forewarned that 
the temple at Jerusalem would be 
destroyed because Israel rejected 
their Messiah, and this destruction 
occurred forty years after His 
death in A. D. 70 and Jews were 
scattered to all parts of the worid. 
Ananias and Sapphira were struck 
dead for lying to the Holy Ghost 
(Acts 5:1-11). King Herod in his 
pride sinned “And immediately the 
angel of the Lord smote him, be- 
cause he gave not God the giory: 
and he was eaten of worms, and 
gave up the ghost” (Acts 12:23). 
‘The sorcerer Klymas was stricken 
blind because he hindered a man 
Paul sought to win to Christ (Acts 
13:6-12). 

Nor does the matter end there 
The -book of Revelation tells of 
case after case where God shali 
plague the earth again because of 
man’s sins. We are plainly told 
that earthquakes, hail and disease 
will come as an expression of the 
wrath of God on cities, nations and 
individuals (Rev. 16). In every age 
the God who made this world stull 
controls it. There is a personal 
God. He is the center and sustain- 
er of all things. Not one heari 
beats but by His deliberate choice. 
Every good gift is from God. Ev- 
ery Calamity is by His consent. 


“| Create Evil," God Says 


In Isaiah 45:7 the Lord says, “I 
form the light, and create dark- 
ness: I make peace, and create 
evil. I, the Lord, do all these 
things.” The word “evil” here 
means calamity, affliction, trouble. 
God is the one who brings trouble 
on sinners. 

You cannot rule God out of the 
calamity that happened in New 
London, Texas, on Thursday, 
March 18th. 

We are repeatedly told that 
chastening, bodily affliction, etc., is 
of God and we are commanded, 
“My son, despise not thou the 
chastening of the Lord, nor faint 
when thou art rebuked of him; For 
whom the Lord loveth he chasten- 
eth, and scourgeth every son whom 
he receiveth” (Heb. 12:5, 6). 

Did God know the gas was col- 
lecting in the basement and in 
the hollow tile walls of that Con- 
solidated School building? Do you 
believe God was ignorant about it ’ 
Do you believe that God knew but 
could not interfere? No, if there 
is an all-seeing God, an all-wise 
God. He knew about it. If there 
is an all-powerful God He could 
have prevented it. He could have 
delayed the explosion thirty min- 
utes when probably every child and 
teacher would have been out of the 
building. He could have had some 
teacher, janitor, trustee or engi- 
neer check the heating system. 
There is only one inescapable con- 
clusion. God knew the accumula- 
tion of gas, He knew about the 
spark that would set it off, He 
knew who would be present and 
who absent. God could have 
changed it and did not. Therefore,

God Himself either permitted or 
brought about the calamity for His 
own purposes. THE EXPLOSION

Judgments 


These are unnatural and terrible 
times we live in. We must be en- 
tering into what Jesus Called’ “th: 
beginning of sorrows’ which wiil 
precede the great tribulation 
(Matt. 24:8). In America we have 
had a great depression, the great- 
est in human history. We have had 
unemployment, bank failures, 
bankruptcy and human disaster on ;

Why New London Instead of 


Elsewhere? 


We cannot always understand 
the acts of God. We do not have 
God’s infinite wisdom. However, 
it may be helpful to suggest some 
reasons why tne explosion occurred 
at this big Consolidated School in 
the thickly settled Kast ‘l'exas 
oil field, 

In the first place, the wicked- 
ness of the Hast Texas oil fields 
is notorious. Many fine devout 
Christian men and women are 
among the oil workers. On the 
other hand, there is an unusual 
prcportion ‘of \ickcd and godless 
people in the oil field. Usuaily the 
work is the same, seven days a 
week, so oil field workers ge ie.a.- 
ly are not a church going people. 
The proportion of Sunday School 
and church attendance in the oil 
fields is usually less than the av- 
erage. Again, wages are high in 
the oil field and the ready money 
attracts great numbers of gam- 
blers, beer parlors and dance halis. 
The people who follow oil booms, 
moving from one part of the coun- 
try to another, are rather transient 
people. They do not have the set- 
tling influences of having homes 
in long established communities. 

The oil business itself is usually 
more or less of a speculation. Mil- 
lions are made and millions lost 
in the oil game. Fights are com- 
mon. Profane language and blas- 
phemy are sometimes unspeakably 
bitter. By nature oil field people 
are made out of the same clay as 
the rest of us, but their environ- 
ment is even worse than the av- 
erage. 

In Texas there has been a con- 
stant war over the illegal running 
of oil. Thousands in Hast Texas 
have connived to defeat the en- 
forcement of the law and to pro- 
duce or refine or sell oil and its 
products in violation of state law. 
Perhaps these reasons may indi- 
cate why God brought a shocking 
warning in the heart of the East 
Texas oil fields. 

The big Consolidated School had 
away up toward 1,500 pupils en- 
rolled. Nearby was a Baptist 
Church. Baptists are stronger in 
Texas than any other denomina- 
tion. Yet the announcement board 
said, “Sunday School attendance 
last Sunday, 78.’ Doubtless, many 
children over that wide area, cared 
for in that one school attended 
Sunday School at various smal! 
churches in their respective com- 
munities. Many of their families 
were devout, God-fearing church- 
going people. But a community 
which would make so much of its 
schools, spending hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars on building and 
equipment and having forty or 
fifty teachers, and yet having no 
large Sunday Schools, would indi- 
cate that common schools were 
counted more important than Sun- 
day Schools and education more 
important than religion. 

But after all oil field workers 
did go to church. The families of 
the 455 dead, and their friends and 
loved ones took time from work. 
took time to get a preacher and 
went to church. -For once they left 
their work for religious services. 
The attended the funerals of their 
loved ones. In this terrible and 
lamentable tragedy God came to 
the oil fields of East Texas. It 
was a judgment of God! 


Perhaps in no other way could 
the warning have been sent to so 
many people. Cities in many states 
were represented. The destruction 
happened in a beautiful and ex- 
pensive building. It was brought 
about by the explosion of gas, anc 
so by the very wealth that buiit 
the building, that drew the people 
into that settlement, the wealtn 
that is the god of soc many! On 
a blackboard in the ruins were 
found words like these, “Gas and 
oil, the greatest blessing of East 
Texas, made this school possible.” 
That statement is not true. There 
are many things better than gas 
and oil. Even beloved children are 
better, (if you forget Christ, and 
the Bible and salvation) and the 
“richest rural school] district in the 
world” with seven producing oil 
wells on the school ground is to- 
day the poorest in the world with 
455 dead, with empty homes and 
aching hearts and with its little 


Hass mounds over which are 
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withering wreaths of flowers! And 
it was the hand of God. 


God Means It To Be A Warning 
To Us As Well As Them 


But before any of us cast a 
single reflection upon the oil! fields 
of mast Texas let us remember the 
words of the Saviour about a like 
occurrence when the tower in Si- 
loam feil and killed eighteen peo- 
ple. “Suppose ye that these Gali- 
leans were sinners above ali the 
Galileans, because they suffered 
such things’ I tell you, Nay: bu* 
except ye repent, ye shall ail like- 
wise perish,’’ He said. The terrible 
Calamity of New London is only 
one link in a chain of tragedy that 
Stalks across this land. It is only 
one blow of the rod of God’s wrath 
in the chastising of the wicked and 
Godless people. It is an example 
that the rest of us need to heed. 
The mounting wrath of God makes 
it certain that disaster, death, pesti- 
lence and ruin is stalking every 
community in America. I noticed 
the beer parlors in East Texas oil 
field. In Tyler it was hard to find 
even a place to buy a sandwich thac 
did not sell beer. But what about 
Dallas where I live? More and 
more the same condition exists. 
Liquor is sold in Dallas both legal- 
ly and illegally. There are packag 
Stores on every hand selling 
whiskey and wine. Whiskey is sold 
by the drink in direct violation of 
the law. During the Centennial the 
town was run wide open with the 
connivance and consent of the city 
government. Lewdness, nakedness 
and indecency were flaunted before 
the public and advertised to the 
world. Newspapers joined in the 
nudeness for the “rake off” in ad- 
vertising fees. Girls sold their 
bodies to public gaze and we know 
not to what private sin. Booky 
joints ran open. There was a well 
understood agreement not to en- 
force laws as long as the Centen- 
nial was open last year. And 193, 
has the Pan-American Exposition 
coming on. A large per cent of the 
politicians in the city are bent on 
preventing the enforcement of laws 
concerning liquor, gambling and 
lewdness. Exposition officials are 
already planning “strip’’. shows 
with which they will beguile the 
lewd and seduce the innocent. 


Money is God in Dallas. For it 
newspapers sell their honor. For 


it politicians sell their city. For 
it the citizenship sells its children. | 
For it women sell their bodies and | 
multitudes sell their souls! God| 
in Heaven, help us! How can we! 
criticize the oil fields of East 
Texas? To us the Lord Jesus says, 
“Except ye repent, ye shall all like- 
wise perish”’! 

East Texas may put education 
before religion and learning before 
God, The schools may teach that 
oil and gas are a greater blessing 
than salvation, peace of mind, for- 
giveness of sins. If they do, they 
only do what the schools do every- 
where else. In Dallas our school 
buildings are used for dances, not 
only the high schools but also some 
of the grade schools. Dallas at 
one end of the chain arouses lust, 
stirs the passion and corrupts the 
morals of its youth in dance halls, 
sponsored by the schools, encour- 
aged by most homes and ignored

Does the fear of death haunt 
you?

But whether you are ready or not 
you are going to die. Some people 
do not like “death bed tales,” they 
say. But if preachers are faith- 
ful they will tell the truth about 
this just as the Lord Jesus did 
when He said, ‘“The rich man also 
died, and was buried; and in hell 
he lifted up his eyes, being in tor- 
ments” (Luke 16:22 23). Oh! how 
I wish I could have preached to all 
that crowd who went out suddenly 
to meet God, one day, one hour, 
before they died and that God 
would have given me wisdom to 
warn them of the certainty of 
death! 

Those who do not like ,; “death 
bed tales’’ had better learn to like 
them for one of these days each 
one will have a death bed scene 
of his own, all his own! 


Isn't it strange that a lawyer can 
talk to a man about making a will 
in view of his coming death and the 
man is not offended? An insur- 
ance man tells him he should pro- 
vide for the support of his family 
in Case of his death and he be- 
lieves he is sensible and provident 
if he takes out life insurance. Men 
think it only proper that hospitals 
and doctors, ambulances and un- 
dertakers should deal in death and 
cemeteries sell their lots in ad- 
vance. But when a preacher warns 
of the certainty of death and of 
the certain judgment that follows 
death, men are offended! But a 
preacher who does not warn men 
to prepare for death is a coward 
and a traitor, and the man who will 
not listen to such warning is a fool. 


My brother, death is just around 
the corner. This moment, this 
breath, this heart beat is all you 
can be sure of. Not a person in 
the New London High School build- 
ing dreamed of disaster. We picked 
up on the grounds arithmetic pa- 
pers and language lessons still un- 
graded. To all of them alike, 
teachers and pupils, death seemed 
remote. It was out of their thinking, 
out of their plans. They thought 
only of life; their joys, their loves, 
their burdens, their problems, their 
plans, their ambitions. Some, we 
trust, were prepared to die. Doubt- 
less, many were not. Certainly 
none of them expected to die so 
soon.

Some 
were literally blown to pieces in 
@ second, others hurtled through 
space to fall mangled and dying. 
Others in two or three seconds had 
life crushed out by the falling roof 
and walls!

} ought to be to all of us, that 


death may come, yea, is likely to 
come at the most unthought of 
time and place and to the least pre- 
pared in heart! 

Sinner, if you are not prepared 
to die you are not prepared to live. 
It may be with sudden heart.failure 
you will go out to meet God. Or 
a drunken driver may crash into 
your car and you will die before 
the ambulance gets to the scene. 
Or explosion or fire or a bullet 
may end your life many years be- 


fore you plan to die. I remind you 


Jesus warns that you are no bet- 
ter than those upon whom the 
tower of Siloam fell, no better 
than those who met sudden terror 
and grim death in the falling school 
building at New London. Millions 
are in Hell today because they died 
when they did not expect to die, 
died when they were not ready to 
die! 

The shortest road to Hell is neg- 
lect. Most of the inhabitants of 
Hell, that place of the eternal 
damned, believed there was a God. 
Millions believed that the Bible was 
true. They believed that Christ 
died for sinners. They believed in 
their father’s or their mother’s 
God. Yea, they fully expected to 
repent after they made a littie 
more money, or after they had a 
good time, or after they settled 
down. They expected to repent be- 
fore they died — but they did not! 
Let the school disaster last week 
be a solemn warning that men dare 
not trifle with God by postponing 
salvation. A jealous and a right- 
eous God may call you to meet Him 
all unexpected any moment and 
that will mean the eternal ruin of 
your soul!
